T have often had the pleasure 
to chat with Michigan native, 
professional angler, and Fresh- 
water Fishing Hall of Fame 
member, Mark Martin. Last win- 
ter, Ialso had an opportunity to 
speak to some of his students on 
Lake Missaukee near Lake City 
at his Ice Fishing Vacation 
School (where else but in the 
Wolverine State can you find an 
ice fishing excursion also called a 
vacation?!). Here are the golden 
nuggets garnered for hard water 
fishing enthusiasts: 

Walleye Wizardry 

If this delicious, largest 

member of the perch family is 
your quarry you’re in luck! Mar- 
tin is the “walleye Confucius” 
and was the inaugural Profes- 
sional Walleye Trail world cham- 
pion. One of his strategies for 
catching “eyes” is to look for sim- 
ilar structural features that you 
would in open water. He explains, 
“T like to cut several holes over 
good structure at the bottom, 
edges and tops of drop-offs, reefs, 
and weeds. Once fish start hitting 
at a certain depth stay at that 
depth for at least an hour unless 
nearby anglers start nailing 
them in deeper or shallower 
water.” 

The Twin Lakes, MI resident 
explained that effective ice jig- 
ging techniques can vary depend- 
ing on the bottom structure and 
other features. They go by names 
like bottom skipping, bottom-up- 
ping, tight line twitching, and 
swishing (who said ice fishing 
was boring?). Like a good dancer, 
who masters many steps, Martin 
recommends that anglers mix 
and combine these techniques 
until they find what is working at 
that time and place. Good dia- 
grams can be found on the 
walleyesinc.com website. 

Many jigs can be effective 
for hammering walleye, includ-

ing jigging Rapalas, Do-Jiggers, 
Buckshot Rattle Spoons, and 
Michigan made Fish Bones Cus- 
tom Spoons and Swedish Pim- 
ples. Use glow in the dark 
patterns for several hours after 
and before dawn and dusk. 
Switch over to naturals or UV 
colors during the day. The man 
known as Mr. Walleye likes to tip 
the jigs with head or tail section 
of a minnow or a very small 
whole minnow. 
Pan Fish Professorship 

Thirty five years of experi- 
mental angling has taught Mar- 
tin one thing about consistently 
catching pan-worthy pan fish-be 
it perch, bluegill, or crappie. 
That’s using similar techniques 
to what he employs for larger fish 
but just in smaller sizes. A fa- 
vorite is small jigging Rapala 
tipped with a wax worm or spike 
grub. One of his super secrets 
when fishing with any lure is to 


make sure that the hook that 
holds the bait is always oriented 
directly under the back of the 
spoon. This helps balance the 
presentation for a more lifelike 
fluttering action. 

“Whether its panfish or 
pike, my goal is to promote a love 
of fishing. I teach students how 
to pick the correct methods, and 
how to correctly jig the lure and 
handle the fish,” he said. 

Tip-Up Tips 

Martin prefers the insulated 
tip ups manufactured by Frabill. 
They fit over the hole and pre- 
vent it from getting clogged up 
with ice formation. He uses the 
lightest line practicable and baits 
them with sucker, blue, and 
shiner minnows usually 8”-2’ off 
bottom on good structure. 

He also uses electronics to 
locate and observe fish behavior. 
The advantage of an underwater 
camera is you can watch while

you tease the fish and vary tech- 
nique to illicit a bite. 
Quotable Quote 

Keith Stackpole, from Lake 
City, who attended the Missaukee 
school last winter said, “I’ve been 
ice fishing all my life but learned 
so much about effective jigging 
techniques, lures, electronics, 
and newer, better products. Mark 
taught me to use as light of gear 
as possible to get the most action 
out of the lures. It paid off when 
I landed a 25 inch pike on a light 
jig pole!” 

Make Mine Missaukee, or Set- 
ting Sights on Saginaw?

That might 
sound steep but participants re- 
ceive over $300.00 in top-of-the- 
line tackle, some complimentary 
meals, lodging discounts, and, 
“over 700+ years of combined 
knowledge taught by the best of 
the best!” Therefore, a lifetime of 
invaluable fishing wisdom, as 
well as more fish in your frying 
pan, is guaranteed! Martin con- 
cludes, “If you come to the 
school, I guarantee you will be 
much more successful at catch- 
ing fish!”

Figuring out whether you're ready 
to buy a house -- whether you're a 
renter or are aiming to move up or 
size down -- can be a daunting task. 
But there are signs that will indicate 
whether you're ready to take the buy- 


ing plunge. 


If you are thinking about buying, 
you're not alone. So are you ready to 
make the move? You might be if you: 

1. Are familiar with the market. If 
you've been paying attention to how 
much houses are listed for in the 
neighborhoods you're eyeing and 
have a realistic view of how mucha 
house will cost you, you're in good 
shape. But if you're dreaming about 
that big corner house with no clue 
about its asking price, you may want 
to spend some more time becoming 
familiar with the market and how 


much houses are going for. 


2. Have the money for a down pay- 
ment and closing costs. The down 
payment is a percentage of the value 
of the property. Freddie Mac says the 
percentage will be determined by the 


type of mortgage you select. Down 
payments usually range from 8 to 20 
percent of the property value. Also, 
you may be required to have Private 
Mortgage Insurance (PMI or MI) if 
your down payment is less than 20 
percent. Closing costs include points, 
taxes, title insurance, financing costs 
and items that must be prepaid or es- 
crowed and other settlement costs. 
You can expect to pay between from 2 
to 7 percent of the property value. 
Generally, buyers will receive an esti- 
mate of these costs from your lender 
after you apply for a mortgage. 

3. Know how much you can afford. 
Freddie Mac says that as a general 
guide, your monthly mortgage pay- 
ment should be less than or equal to a 
percentage of your income, usually 
about a quarter of your gross 
monthly income. Also, your income, 
debt and credit history go into deter- 
mining how much you can borrow. As 
a general rule, your debt -credit card 
bills, car loans, housing expenses, al- 
imony and child support -- should not

be more than about 30 to 40 percent of 
your gross income. 

4, Know what additional expenses 
will come with owning a home. This 
includes homeowners insurance, util- 
ity bills, maintenance costs -- roofing, 
plumbing, heating and cooling. 

5. Have your credit in good shape 
and make sure your credit report is 
accurate. Potential lenders will view 
your credit history -- how much debt 
you've accrued, how many accounts 
you have open, whether your pay- 
ments are made on time, etc. -- to de- 
termine whether they'll give youa 
loan. You should get a report from 
each of the three credit reporting 
companies: Equifax, Experian, and 
Trans Union. 

6. You haven't made any recent 
major purchases, particularly a vehi- 
cle. If you do, you may have a harder 
time getting a loan -- or it could poten- 
tially lower the amount you'll be ap- 
proved for.
